(STAFF PHOTO BY MICHAEL HARRIS) , 


State Campsite Reservations 
To Be Accepted on April 30 


through the Labor .Day 
weekend at Cowan Lake, 
Delaware, Dillon, East Har- 
bor, Hocking _ Hills, 
Hueston Woods, Indian 
Lake, Lake Hope, Mohican, 
Pymatuning, Salt Fork and 
Stonelick state parks. 

Only half the campsites 
at each of the 12 parks are 
in the reservation system. 
This prevents all campsites 
at a park from being reser- 
ved for a given weekend, 
Vanzant explained. 

Unreserved campsites 
are available on a first- 
come, first-served basis, as 
are all campsites at state 
parks not in the system. 

“You don't have to use 
the system at all if you 
don't want to,” Vanzant 
said. ‘However, _a_reser- 
vation will assureyou of a 
campsite on busy holiday 
weekends.” 

Beginning April 30, 
campers can reserve a 
campsite at state parks in 
the system by t one, 
by mail or in person from 9 
a.m. to 5 p.m. Monday 
through Friday at the park 
where the campsite is 
desired. 

Reservations can e madé 
up to four weeks in ad- 
vance, but there is no 
minimum time limit for 
reservations as long as the 
park office is open to ac- 
cept reservations and sites 
in the m are available. 

The $1.50 fee for each 
reservation and the camp- 
site rental fee may be paid 
after arrival at the park. 

The minimum stay for 
reserved sites is two days, 
and the maximum is 
14 gaye. Sites will be held 
until 8 p.m. on the day of 
arrival unless the is 
notified of a late arrival 
due to an emergency. 

Campers can make 


reservations for one other 
site in addition to their 
own, but the $1.50 fee is 
charged for each campsite 
reservation made. 

Adjacent sites will be 
provided for families who 
wish to camp together, if 
adjacent sites are 
available. Campers cannot 
reserve a specific campsite 
within the park. 

A _.brochure. describing 
the campsite reservation 
system and listing the ad- 
dresses and telephone 
numbers of the state parks 
in the system is available 
without charge from the 
Publications Center, Ohio 
Department of Natural 
Resources, Foundtain 
Square, Columbus 43224.

There are many disturbed employees 
today as the full effect and intent of the 
court’s decision upholding (in a 
Philadelphia case) the right of a city to 
demand that municipal workers live in the 
city where rand work. 

With the migration of whites to the 
suburbs, thousands of white municipal 
workers, previously living in the inner city, 
left the city too. 


Their abandoned homes depressed 
inner city real estate values. The loss of 
their spending, caused millions of dollars 
in lost sales to inner city merchants. The 
loss of sales tax on this spending, reduced 
the cities’ income which, un other 
circumstances, would go to pay the 
salaries of city employees.

Landscape Your Home 


To Increase Its 
And Enjoyment 


What enhances the external appearance 
of a home, makes it appear “established,” 
creates privacy, helps reduce noise, acts 
as a windbreaker and helps cool the home 
in hot weather? 

Readers may have several imaginatgve

In addition to the benefits previously 
mentioned, landscaping can pay off in 
dollars and cents by increasing the price 
of property if the owner decides to sell. 

What are the components of good 
landscaping? Trees are an important 
element, of course. They can create 
patterns of shadows over the rest of the 
landscape plan and can soften the stark 
lines of many modern homes. 

In wintry climates, evergreens are an 
important landscape element, because 
they add a touch of green during the 
months when other trees are barren. 
There's a wide selection of evergreens 
from which to choose, including Austrian, 
Scotch and white pines and spruce and fir 
trees. Japanese yew , Mugho pine and 
varieties of juniper are other choices. 

One thing to keep in mind when 
planting evergreens: Allow plenty of 
growing room. If you don't, you may find 
the trees crowding doorways or darkening 
windows once they mature. 

Ornamental and flowering trees and 
shrubs add a pleasant touch to a 
landscape plan. But keep in mind that fruit 
trees may be a nuisance if they shed their 
fruit on the. lawn! 

Flowers are another important element

Almost everyone is quick to give ad- 
vice on health matters. But, unfortunate- 
ly, much of this advice is often based on 
myths and misconceptions, says the 
American Heart Association. 

Following are examples of statements 
frequently made about heart disease. 

“Heart attacks happen mostly to big 
shots and executives.” The truth is that 
business executives are.no more prone 
to heart attacks than anyone-else. They 
may even have fewer because recently- 
many of.them have been acting against 
known risks. E 

“To avoid a heart-attack, you've got to 
cut out all fats and can't have any eggs 
or butter or anything containing 
cholesterol.” Untrue. The Heart 
Association recommends only cutting 
down on fats and cholesterol and sub- 
-stituting polyunsaturated fats for some of 
the saturated fats in the diet. 

“Exercise in middie age is dangerous. 
‘nd, it can't help you lose weight 
because you just get hungry and eat 
more.” You often hear of someone drop- 
ping dead while golfing or shoveling 
snow'is.it’s easy to assume that exercise 
brings on heart attacks. But, in fact, half 
of all heart attacks occur during rest or 
sleep. Leading specialists belleve that 
exercise and hard work preserve the 
heart and can help keep weight down. 

“Heredity sets you up for a heart at- 
tack.” Heredity may play a role but 
there’s a difference between a family ten- 
dency due to genetics and a tendency 
that reflects family habits such as 
smoking, overeating and obesity. The lat- 
ter can be changed. 

“Women don’t have to worry about 
heart diease. It's men who are suscep- 
tible." Women are relatively free of 
coronary artery diesease, compared to 
men, until late middie age. After that, 
women suffer from heart disease and 
strokes almost as much as men.

The resurrection of Sub-S,B. 96 from the grave in 
which it was buried by the Senate Rules Committee 
three weeks ago and restoring it to a normal and 
healthy life, is conclusive evidence (to paraphrase a 
Biblical verse), that all things are possible in the 
political arena. 

In this case, however, Senator M. Morris Jackson 
(D-Cleveland), the sponsor of the bill, performed no 
miracle in raising the bill from the dead, but rather 
used his personal influence and the influence that 
goes with the office of Assistant President Pro-Tem of 
the Senate, which he is filling with honor and respect. 

Jackson, a non-emoker, in defense of his measure 
described it as a “bill whose time has come.” He said 
it was not a “no-smoking bill, but it simply izes 
that-non-smokers also have certain rights, including 
the right to breathe relatively clean air and the right to 
protect their own health.” 

Pointing out that restaurants, lounges and bowling 
alleys ‘are excluded from the bill, Jackson said 32 
states and numerous al communities now have 

Such laws on their books, and that Ohio would be in 
ge company by enacting the bill into law. The 
ate then passed.the bill 25 to _7-and sent it on to 

the House for consideration. 

Passage of the bill was also recognized as a 
birthday — for Jackson. Following the session, 
he was feted a cake and punch reception in the 
Senate lounge. One of the gifts he received was a 
great big cigar, whieffincidentally, your's truly is 
puffing away on at this writing.

The black vote could determine the outcome of this 
year's Presidential election, although you'd never 
realize this from the behavior of most candidates who. 
continue to ignore issues of concern to black people. 

Perhaps they are counting on the sleeping giant of 
the potential black vote to continue to slumber on 
through the election. For the biggest threat to black 
influence on the voting is low participation in the 
electoral process. 

Lass than 60 percent of ‘eligible blacks are 
registered to vote, which is disappointingly low. 
Worse still, a third of those registered may not even 
go to the polling places on Election day. in the last 

esidential election only 65 percent of black 
registered voters actually voted, 

One obvious reason is that registration procedures 

are Often designed to discourage participation.in the 
electoral process. Another reason is the natural 
mistrust of people who have been lied to for. so long; 
it’s been estimated that up to half of non istered 
blacks don't register because of a dislike or 
disinterest in politics. 

A dislike of politics is just another way of saying 
that “I don't beliéve politicians, even those that say 
they'll do good, because I've seen too many of them 
lie. And anyway, no matter how liberal they are, they'll 
be more concerned about white folks than blacks and 
browns.” 

So getting those millions of unregistered minority 
b citizens involved in the political process will mean not 
only changing registration laws, but also convincing 
‘people that political action can help change things. 
~ And it's-up to liberal politicians especially, to prove to 
minorities that their professed liberal beliefs are not 
just-a screen that can be tossed away whenever it 
Suits. them. : os . 

Such black disillusionment with liberals as exists is 
engined by such factors as the refusal of white subur- 
banites to approve subsidized housing in their com- 
munities, the opposition of many liberals to busing af- 
firmative action programs, and the appearance of 
taking blacks and the black vote for granted. 

Black disillusionment with conventional liberalism 

doesn't extend to economic and related issues; it is 
based on the conviction that the black stake in these 
issues is deemed expendable by liberal leaders. 
’ This helps explain why someone with so strong a 
civil rights record as Senator Jackson is not lighting 
any fires among blacks — they're too angry about his 
anti-bysing stance and the-way it injected-race into 
the campaign. Representative Udail's record and 
platform have won admiration from many blacks, but 
ps ral Ma Suspect their interests won't be given 
priority. 

The entrance: of Senator Church and’ Governor 
Brown into the race reinforced this bidck attitude, 
since neither mentioned equal opportunity as a key 
part of his ram.

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A & P Store Manager Cites 
Dedication As Success Key

“You have to prove you 
can do the job. and that 
you have the desire to 
move onwards,” 26 year 
old Herbert Taylor 
reasoned while explaining 
how he became one of the 
youngest managers and 
the only black manager of 
a Columbus Area A & P 
food store. 

Taylor, who began at the 
adolescent age of 16 as 
stock clerk and cashier in 
a Westside grocery, was 
appointed manager of A & 
P’s new store at 333 S. 
Fifth - St--tast- December. 
Noting that at 16 he 
‘considered his employ- 
ment “just a job”, Taylor 
recollected that it wasn't 
until he was promoted to 
head stock clerk a year 
later that he made up his 
mind to stay in the food 
service business. 

“t got the job because 
my aptitude test score was 
pretty high. After that | 
used to work between 20 
and 30 hours per week 
after school just to learn 
more about the various 
Operatiofjs,"" the Central 
High graduate recalied.
